601 .  M44A2  SERIES  2^  TON  TRUCKS  OVERHAULED  AT  TAIWAN  FACILITY  (TART). 
Updated  information  from  that  shown  in  Part  6,  para  601,  Information 
Bulletin,  dated  2  May  77. 

1.  Replace  hydraulic  brake  hose  ( N3N  2530-00-37-3250)  with  brake  hose 
(NSN  4720-00-203-9515)  on  M44  series  2^  ton  trucks. 

2.  Request  all  addresses  implement  the  following  action  prior  to 
operation  of  subject  vehicles: 

a.  Inspect  all  brake  lines  (metal  tubing)  for  any  signs  of  pitting, 
rust,  abrasion,  corrosion  or  any  other  signs  of  deterioration  or  damage. 
If  evident,  replace  all  brake  line 

b.  Depress  brake  pedal,  applying  maximum  pressure,  hold  ruptures, 
replace  all  lines. 

c.  Inspect  and  replace  all  brake  hose  as  outlined  in  reference  b 
above . 

602.  TESTING  AND  INSPECTION  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  LIFTING  DEVICES  TB  43-0142, 

1.  TB  43-0142  -  Safety,  inspection  and  testing  of  lifting  devices  is 
currently  being  revised  to  clarify  the  intent  and  application. 

2.  The  purpose  of  TB  43-0142  is  tc  implement  the  requirements  of  the 
Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Act  of  1970.   Until  the  current  version 
of  the  TB  is  revised  to  fully  implement  this  purpose,  the  following 
should  be  used  as  a  guidance: 

a.  Load  testing  is  required  only  as  follows: 

(1)  Prior  to  initial  use  of  new  equipment. 

(2)  Prior  to  use  of  equipment  following  modifications  or  repairs 
to  any  load  bearing  component . 

(3)  When  prescribed  by  specific  equipment  technical  manuals. 

(4)  When  required  by  longshore  safety  standards  published  in 
29CFR1919.15. 

b.  All  lifting  devices  shall  be  inspected  daily  prior  to  use. 

3.  Periodic  inspections  shall  be  accomplished  on  all  lifting  devices 
at  intervals  not  to  exceed  one  year.   Daily  and  periodic  inspections 
should  follow  the  existing  guidelines  in  the  Occupational  Safety  and 
Health  Act  standards  and  apprcp: late  technical  manuals  inspection 
criteria,  until  further  notice. 


603.  CANVAS  REPAIR. — The  Canvas  and  Leather  Repair  Section  of  the  Combined 
Support  Maintenance  Shop  (CSMS)  backlog  of  repairable  canvas  items  is  all 
caught  up.   This  would  be  an  excellent  time  for  units/activities  who  have 
tentage  or  other  canvas  items  requiring  repair,  to  put  them  on  job  order 

to  CSMS. 

604.  MAINTENANCE  STANDARDS  FOR  THE  ARNG  REDFRAM  PROGRAM.— Add  the  following 
to  REDFRAM  Maintenance  Standards:  "Each  tire  must  have  at  leat  three-thirty 
seconds  of  an  inch  of  tread  remaining." 

PART  7.  —  SAFETY 

701.   OSHA  STANDARDS . — OSHA  Standards  1910.212(a)(5)  require  that  all 
fans  have  a  guard  with  openings  no  larger  than  1/2  inch  in  their  least 
dimension. 

Fans  that  do  not  meet  the  above  standards  should  be  turned  in  to  CSMS 
on  Work  Request  DA  Form  2407  for  the  modification.
